From the Consumers Angle 


ASSURE YOU that I greatly appreciat- 

ed the invitation of your secretary, Paul 

Newell to participate in your annual con- 
vention program. e far reaching value 
of such an organization as yours is self evi- 
dent. Livestock production in this country 
has assumed increasing significance in 
recent years. New problems have arisen. 
The value of livestock associations—state, 
sectional and national—is recognized as 
never before. I know that your Association 
is fully measuring up to its opportunities 
along all lines which contribute to the for- 
ward progress of this state’s livestock and 
meat industry. 

My subject—“Factors Affecting The 
Market For Beef From The Consumer’s 
Angle” is a very timely one when we con- 
sider.the importance of the cattle industry. 
It is a big industry—a growing industry. 

I have recently been going over some 
figures covering the ten-year period ending 
with 1949. In this ten-year period we 
marketed and slaughtered one hundred 
ninety million, nineteen thousand cattle—an 
average of over fifty-two thousand cattle 
per day. That number was forty-one per 

ter than the number marketed and 
slaughtered in the previous ten-year period. 
During the past ten years our production of 
beef has totaled ninety billion, six hundred 
forty million pounds or forty per cent 
of our entire meat output. 
EATING MORE BEEF 

We have been consuming more beef on 
America’s tables in recent years. Figures 
show that our consumption of beef in the 
past ten years has averaged sixty-one and 
nine tenths pounds per capita annually—or 
eight and five tenths pounds more annually 
than in the previous ten years. And ap- 
proximately forty-two per cent of the meat 
nt per capita in the past decade was 


Official figures for 1949 are not yet avail- 
able, but in 1948 the cash receipts from the 
sale of cattle and calves in this country ex- 
ceeded five and two tenths billion dollars— 
an all-time high record. 

Thus we see that from the standpoint of 
production and consumption of this f 
> ea and from the economic angle, the 

f cattle industry is.truly big business. 
_ This state of Missisippi is an important 
livestock state—an important beef cattle 
state. On January Ist, 1949, there were one 
million, five hundred twenty-two thou- 
sand cattle on Mississippi farms—about 
half of which were beef cattle. 

Figures for the year 1948 show that your 
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sales of meat animals reached seventy and 
one-half million dollars. The sale of cattle 
and calves accounted for seventy-two cents 
of the meat animal dollar. 

The twelve southeastern states including 
Mississippi, marketed more than one billion 
dollars worth of cattle, hogs and sheep in 
1948—or nearly one-ninth of the nation’s 
total meat animal income for that year. 

Mississippi and other southeastern states 
have a number of advantages for beef cat- 
tle production. Your stockmen are becom- 
ing increasingly grass-minded—more and 
more interested in soil conservation—in a 
diversified farming program—in marketi 
crops on the hoof. More over your mil 
winters make possible the utilization of 
pastures throughout the year, and this helps 
to save on feed concentrates. 

This state as well as other southern 
states is wing more corn—a basic live- 
stock feed. The production of this cereal 
has been stepped up considerably through 
the use of hybrid strains. In 1948, for ex- 
ample, you harvested about five million less 
acres of corn than in 1937. But because of 
higher acre-yields made possible in part by 
the use of hybrids, you actually produced 
about sixty-eight million more bushels of 
corn in 1948 than you did in 1937.

It is a story 
which dates back to England, the original 
home of our major beef breeds—a story 
covering the importation of foundation: ani- 
mals of the various beef breeds to this coun- 
try and their development. ; 

That dish of beef you consume with such 
relish, represents to a marked degree the 
intensive work of America’s beef cattle 
breeders who through the years have been 
improving the beefmaking qualities of their 
animals. It reflects the efforts of -research 
workers at our Land Grant colleges whose 
efforts have been centered on beef cattle 
improvement—who have made use of thou- 
sands of beef animals in intensive feedi 
trials to determine the kinds of feed 
the feeding methods which are most closely 
correlated with efficient gains in feedlots, 
pens and pastures. 

The story of beef in this country—which 
covers a period of more than three hun 
years, is the story of livestock growers and 
feeders on millions of farms and ranches 
who maintain a constant, year-round flow 
of cattle to market. It is the story of the

BEEF IN THE NATION’S ECONOMY 

Within recent years a new term has been 
evolved in America—the term “animal agri- 
culture.” In discussions at meetings where 
agricultural problems are discussed, we are 
hearing more and more concerning the 
necessity of maximum conversion of waste 
foods, forage and surplus grains into ani- 
mal food products—such as meat, milk, eggs 
and poultry. 

It is being increasingly recognized that 
animal agriculture must be stressed as 
never before in a program for the build- 
ing of our soil, and in order to improve the 
nation’s dietary standards thus building up 
the health, energy and morale of our ple. 

Animal agriculture has come into the pic- 
ture more and more for the reason that it 
makes possible a supply of those -foods 
which Americans like and which are 
best for them. Animal agriculture makes 
efficient use of farm labor throughout the 
year—helps to arouse greater interest in 
the farm on the part of young people—is an 
important factor in the building of better: 
communities. 4 

This type of agriculture makes the best 
possible use of our grasses and legume 
cneae “ provides manure for soil enrich- 
ment. It is a permanent type of farming. 
Authorities tell us that about seventy sa 
cent of the total feeds consumed by cattle 
consist of grass, hay and dry roughages. 
GRASS—IMPORTANT CROP 


Our grasslands, hay lands and forested 
ss areas in this country cover more than 
a billion acres—or nearly 60 per cent of our 
entire land area. More than half of the 
farms and ranches of this country depend 
largely upon grass in their livestock feed- 
It has been well said that 
we cannot eat grass but we can eat the 
product of that grass when it is transform- 
ed into steaks, roasts, chops and stews. 
At the annual meeting of the American 
Society of Animal Production held in Novem- 
ber in Chicago, a ualf-day session was de- 
voted to the utilization of pastures by mem-

at started back in January of 1943. At 
that time Chester Davidson bought from 
the administrator of his father’s estate “the 
old home farm” where he had been born and 
raised. Other than its sentimental value 
the farm had little to offer. Had it been 
a better farm to start with Chester David- 
son might not have left it as a young man 
to get a city job. Like other farms in the 
community the years of cropping had taken 
a heavy toll of land which, even in its 
bi state, had not carried ‘too much top 
soil. 

“The only pasture crop that would grow 
was lespedeza,” Chet Davidson later told 
us. “And even the lespedeza was thin and 
of little value. You could jonly figure on 
four months grazing a year.” Grain yields, 
as one might imagine, were in keeping with 
the condition of the pastures—twenty bush- 
els of oats per acre was a decent crop. 

What has been done to bring back 723 
acres of Ozark plateau soil in six years time 
can be duplicated in other communities. As 
Chet Davidson puts it “I really don’t believe 
it is possible to completely destroy a pics 
of land so badly that it cannot be rebuilt 
I am convinced you can take land where 
the top soil is all gone and build new fertile 
soil on it in a few years. To do this cattle 
are essential.” 

The first corrective measures were adopt- 
ed soon after the “old home place” was 
bought. It consisted of getting organic 
matter into the soil. “We found that the 
cheapest and fastest way to do this was to 
mow he pastures at least twice a season 
and then with a disc harrow work the dead 
grass and weeds into the soil.” This helped, 
although results were not immediately 
noticeable. But the decaying vegetation, 
near the surface, held water and made for 
increasing better stands of lespedeza. 


few of the — 
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But there was still the problem of a short 
pasture season. “At first our pastures 
would die down in August, or sooner if a 
dry spell came along, and we had to start 
feeding hay in September,” Chet recalls. 
Tests uncovered the fact that the soil was 
very deficient in potash. An application of 
100 pounds per acre of 0-0-60 fertilizer ap- 
plied a as a top dressing and worked into the 
soil with a disc made a marked change in 
the lasting ability of the Red Oak pastures. 
“This past season we did not start feeding 
hay or silage until the first of December.” 

The Red Oak owner does not know if the 
idea applies to all sections, but in his part 
of Missouri the common moldboard plow 
has no place on the farm is his opinion. 
“Vegetation that should be mixed with the 
top soil has been buried in the furrow. 
Years of continuous plowing has made for 
a plow sole, or hardpan condition.” 

No moldboard plow is used at Red Oak. 
“We don’t even own one of them. We don’t 
want so-called ‘clean’ plowing. We want 
all of the grass, weeds and vegetation near 
the surface. This is nature’s supply of 
nitrogen, a cheap one compared with buying 
ammonium nitrate by the bag.” 


So disc plows are used exclusively at Red 
Oak to break hardpan and kee e plant 
wth where it is wanted. What are the 
ividends? Well, the oats yields of twenty 
bushels are now around sixty bushels per 
acre; forty acres of Atlas sorgo each year 
fill two 200 ton silos. The farm today sup- 
ports 100 Aberdeen-Angus cows, plus 
calves, a and two-year heifers. All 
of the hay, pasture and silage is produced 
on the farm. So is all of the small grain 
fed, and part of the corn. 


The soil building program, and the Aber- 
deen-Angus herd, have been kept in pro- 
portion through the years. As the farm 

roduced more the herd has been increased. 

e first cattle were purchased in 1945— 
eight cows and a bull from A. W. Soder- 
berg, of Wichita, Kansas. Then came eight 
cows with calves at side bought in 1946 
from the Missouri herds of John B. Sanders 
and John Wilhoit & Sons, then nine head 
from W. D. Earnest, of Sarcoxie, Missouri. 
More recently additions have been made 
from. the Simon Angus Farm and Triple S 
Ranch, of Kansas; Clearwater Farms, of 
Springfield, Missouri; Angus Valley and 


. Sunbeam Farms, of Oklahoma, and others. 


The 100 cows in the herd represent twenty- 
eight families. 

ith the increase in cattle has come the 
added age J to put on the tired acres at 
Red Oak. “We own two manure spreaders,” 
Chet Davidson says, “and they don’t stand 
in a fence corner. They work every day. 
We feel that this is the cheapest and best 
way of building up pastures.” 

For reasons of both cost and time the 
soil building program at Red Oak has been 
undertaken on a schedule of 100 acres a 
year. First, as mentioned, has been the 
matter of getting organic matter worked 
into the top soil to hold water and provide 
nitrogen. en there has been the addition 
of murate of potash fo increase the le 
of the grazing season. Then the addition 
ef manure as it has been available. 

In the last three years 300 acres have 
received a complete soil treatment—lime, 
ammonium nitrate, phosphate and murate 
of potash, plus a pasture mixture consist- 
ing of ladino clover, timothy, red top and 
orchard grass. All fields but one were 
found to require lime. So far 2,000 tons 
have been applied at a rate of two to five 
tons per acre. (Please turn to page 133

fitting breeding animals. With steers, of 
course, it is different.” Show calves, of 
course, need protein. First it is from their 
own dams. The more promising ones, 
especially if the mother is a first calf heifer 
or an old cow, get extra milk from a nurse 
cow. Others get their muscle-forming feed 
out of a bag. 

Admitting that it takes longer under this 
system to get show finish the Illinois breed- 
er also has found that it does not require 
as ag | to get show heifers settled in calf 
once they have reached breeding age. “I 
should knock on wood, but we have had no 
trouble in getting our show heifers settled.” 
No cooked feed is given the West Wood- 
lawn cattle, nor is barley used “except for 
a time after the Texas shows.” And no 
stimulants. 

With present costs as they are can the 
owner of a good show herd expect to break 
even? In answer to this the West Wood- 
lawn owner did a little head scratching. 
“Well, we’ll be ahead about $2,000.00 for 
the year. But you have to be up in the 
money to do it.”

ether the burning sun of the south and 
southwest, or the sub-zero temperatures of 
the northern states and Canada, our Doddies 
can take it—and thrive. Take the matter 
of herd operations under near-Artic condi- 
tions, for example. 

In northwestern Minnesota, not too far 
from the Canadian line, is a pioneer herd 
which can furnish the answer to some of 
these questions. Although the cattle are 
well known for their quality and breeding 
they are handled in a very practical man- 
ner. Many commercial herds get more 
elaborate housing. But it is an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd handled to return a profit; a 
profit in the form of nearly 100 per cent 
calf crops. Overhead is at a minimum. 
Practically all of the feed is home grown in 
spite of the fact that the wing season is 
less than five months. e refer to the 
Glencarnock Farm herd of James W. Mc- 
Gregor, of Ada. Minnesota. 

The names McGregor and Glencarnock 
have been: Aberdeen-Angus standbys for 
sixty years. The herd was founded by. the 


‘late James D. McGregor at Brandon, 
Manitoba, in the 1890s. He was the uncle 
of the present owner. Later Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor, the son of the founder, had the herd 
for many years, with the headquarters mov- 
ed to the Red River Valley country of 
northwestern Minnesota. Jim McGregor was @ 
associated with his cousin in the Aberdeen- 
Angus business since boyhood and in later 
years, except for time out for the war, as 
a partner. It might be said that the owner 
of Glencarnock is a “line bred” Aberdeen-

deen-Angus herd on our Eastern 
Iowa farm in 1898 I was a young 
boy but I have a distinct memory of con- 
ditions as they were then. I also have a 
vivid recollection of the cattle of those days 
and when people ask me, as many do, how 
the cattle then would compare with those 
of today, I can, with at least some degree 
of authority, tell them that there definitely 
been a marked improvement in the 
—- quality of the registered herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus. But that the top speci- 
mens of the breed of those early days 
would not suffer greatly in comparison with 
those which are winning in the show rings 
today. 

It is true that the photographs of top 
animals made twenty-five or more years 
ago when compared with those of the best 
animals of wang make a rather sorry 
showing and wou d give the impression that 
the animals then were greatly inferior to 
what we have now. But before being too 
critical of the early day animals as judged 
by their pictures we should take into con- 
sideration that when 
these pictures were

of perfection and that 
the pictures of those 
early days .were made ee : 
all together without artificial benefits. 

That there has been a decided improve- 
ment in the average eer | of our cattle 
and that we have come at least somewhat 
closer to perfection in our top specimens, 
there can be no doubt. If this were not 
true, breed improvement and live stock im- 
provement in general might as well be 
abandoned. 

As I see it, the improvement that has 
taken place in Aberdeen-Angus cattle since 
I first knew the breed consists largely of 
better heads and better tail settings, a more 
eompactly built animal and P eg ant a thick- 
er fleshed one. On the other hand, there 
has in some instances been some deteriora- 
tion in size and bone substance. This, how- 
ever, has beén of mixed influence. There 
were in the early days too many large coarse 
boned cattle just as there are too many of 
the super refined kind today. Most breeders 
now, fortunately for the breed, have adopted 
the type in between these two extremes and 
are producing animals of the most econom- 


‘jeal size for age combined with the other 


desirable qualities which go to make up an 
ideal Aberdeen-Angus such as smoothness, 
compactness, low setness, thickness of flesh, 
and width and depth of hindquarter. 
Something that is worth remembering 
when contemplating the changes that have 
occurred since the beginning of the Century 
is that it was during the first half of this 
period that Aberdeen-Angus cattle made 
their greatest record in interbreed competi- 
tion. Starting with the winning of the In- 
ternational championship by the steer Ad- 
vance in 1900, International show records 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in interbreed 
competition were nothing short of 
phenomenal. Championships in individual 
steers, carlots, and carcass competition were 
acquired by the breed year after year in 
almost unbelivable regularity. In fact, this 
period could appropriately be designated as 
tlie Golden Age for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in America. Curiously enough it also co- 
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incided with what many feel was the Golden 
Age for America as a nation. 


Those were the days of reasonable free- 
dom of enterprise, of the dependence of the 
individual on his own efforts for success, of 
moderate taxation and | sigan 4 of room for 
expansion in many fields. It is true that 
we lack some of the comforts and con- 
veniences of today. But as a whole, I 
believe people 
were just as 
happy and defj- 

y more con- 
tented then than 
now. 

And is there 
not a question of 
whether some o 
the instruments 
of scientific gen- 
ius which have 
raised present 
day standards of 
living may not 
in the long run 
be more harmful 


than beneficial. I am sure that many would 


say this is possible of atomic energy. Is 
there not a ger that continued scientific 


development may succeed in destroying 
more than it will create? At any rate, 
there are people with great accomplish- 
ments back of them in science and inven- 
tion such as Charles A. Lindbergh, who are 
inclined to wonder if this may not be the 
case. 

In my early years with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle different methods were used in pro- 
moting the breed and the individual herds 
than are practiced ogg For example, 
long show circuits were then the rule with 
many prominent breeders, sometimes in- 
volving several consecutive months and 
many thousands of miles of travel each 
year. Cattle consigned to public sales were 
not as highly fitted as those of today. In 
fact, many of them even from the best 
herds were offered in their eve day 
clothes. Development was not pushed to 
the extent of forcing the calf from the time 
it is born until it is sold or is fully mature. 


It seems to me that at least some of 
these changes are an improvement over 
the former methods. Take for instance the 
long show circuits. They were hard on the 
cattle as well as expensive and I feel just 
as much good can be accomplished for both 
the individual breeder and the breed by ex- 
hibitors confining their showing, as many 
do today, to shows near their home and at 
one or two of the most important shows 
such as the Chicago International and cer- 
tain National and Regional shows. 


In Argentina, which is one of the breed’s 
most important strongholds of today, ex- 
hibitors fit their cattle for one great show 
each year, the Palermo show held at Buenos 
Aires. After the show is over the animals 
are sold at auction and an entirely new 

up is prepared for the next year’s show. 

e same has always been largely true in 
Great Britain where Perth is the main 
show, after which the animals are also sold 


_ a new start made for the next year’s 
ow. 

Our shows in this country seem to be 
developing more to this end and I am 
wondering if in time some one great show 
of all our shows will not be designated as 
the final show of the year after which the 
show animals will be sold and an entirely 
new lot of animals brought on for another 
year’s showing. This would confine the 
showing, of course, almost entirely to young 
animals toward which there is a continually 
growing tendency anyway. Breeders are in- 
clined more all the time to avoid the risk of 
injuring valuable animals by long heavy 
fitting periods. 

My reference to the first half of the half 
century just passed as the Golden Age for 
our breed in America is not indicative of 
pessimism for the future on my P emda To 
the contrary, I am confident t even 
greater days are ahead. I certainly am not 
one who feels that our slightly less fre- 
quent winnings in International interbreed 
competition in recent years is the result of 
deterioration in our cattle. A more correct 
answer and one which I believe is right is 
that the other breeds have succeeded ‘to 
some extent in acquiring our Aberdeen-An- 

s type and conformation in their animals. 

e can not afford to let the matter rest 
there, however, if we are to maintain our 
leadership. This can be accomplished only 
by continuing to improve our own cattle 
and we all should be willing to admit that 
there is still room for improvement. 

When I first became acquainted with the 
breed, Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America 
were very little known outside of the Middle 
Western states where they were first intro- 
duced to this country from Scotland and 
where they made their first bid for fame in 
interbreed competition both at the shows 
and at the market places. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle seemed to be 
particularly adapted to the conditions of the 
corn belt. They roamed with the utmost 
content and with a maximum of gain over 
the rich blue grass pastures of that area. 
And when placed in the feed lots of that 
jaa feeding and beef fattening sec- 
tion they put on fat rapidly and smoothly 
and became prime market topping beeves in 
a comparatively short feeding period. When 
they went to the i Fore’ such as Chi- 
cago, Omaha and sas City they gave 
gratifying results to their owners. 

So well did Aberdeen-Angus cattle meet 
the requirements of the farmers and the 
corn belt feeders and so little was there 
done to promote the breed in other sections 
of the country such as the great range pro- 
ducing areas of the West and Southwest 
that the erroneous idea got about that this 
kind of an environment was the only one to 
which Aberdeen-Angus cattle were suited, 
and that outside of this field there was little 
or no need for them. 

In the early part of this century, how- 
ever, breeders of foresight and with the 
courage of their convictions decided that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle lacked none of the 
ae required for economical beef pro- 

uction in any territory where beef cattle 
could be economically produced. And it was 
through the efforts of a few such breeders 
that the banner of Aberdeen-Angus suprem- 
acy was carried into the Western range 
country and to other sections of the United 
States and Canada and where the breed had 
hitherto been practically unknown, The re- 
sult has been that today we find Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in ever increasing numbers on 
the Western ranges, in the deep South, on 
the Atlantic seaboard and everywhere else 
where beef cattle are grown. | And in every 
place they are meeting with satisfaction the 

conditions which confront them.

(Editor’s Note: Not alone at this time of 
year, but almost any time cattlemen get to- 
gether, a sure-fire way to start a confused 
discussion is to bring up the subject of the 
income tax angle on cattle sales. We refer 
specifically to the right to treat as capital 
gain the profit realized on the sale of cattle 
held for breeding purposes. While the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code may be interpreted as 
meaning they can be so treated, the rulings 
of the Bureau have been to restrict the in- 
terpretation to the detriment of owners of 
pure bred herds. To bring the subject up-to- 
date to our readers we have asked Thomas B. 
Dempsey, widely known tax attorney of Los 
Angeles, to discuss the matter. “Tom” 
Dempsey, in addition to being an authority 
on tax matters also is an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, owner of the well known Palomar 
Angus Ranch at Pala, California.) 


ECTION 117 of the Internal Revenue 

Code was amended by section 151 (b) of 

the Revenue Act of 1942 by the addition 
thereto of section 117 (j), relating, among 
other things, to the treatment as capital 
gains of gain derived from the sale of de- 
preciable property used in the taxpayer’s 
trade or business. As might be expected in 
the case of such legislation, questions have 
arisen concerning the applicability of the 
section to concrete factual situations. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue has tended to 
contract the scope of the section as far as 
possible, primarily through its interpreta- 
tion of the phrases “properly includible in 
inventory” and “held primarily for sale to 
customers” within the meaning of the sec- 
tion. However, it is not the purpose of this 
brief to argue the over-all limitations of 
section 117 (j). 

The purpose of this brief is to demon- 
strate beyond question that certain types of 
sales, admittedly within the scope of section 
117 (j) when conducted by other taxpayers, 
are held by the Bureau to be outside the 
scope of the section when conducted by 
stockmen. In short, the Bureau of Interna] 
Revenue has discriminated against stock- 
men by its position taken in promulgating 
I. T. 3666, 1944 C.B. 270, I. T. 3712, 1945 
C.B: 176, and the special letter ruling of 
August 4, 1947. I. T. 3666 was issued in re- 
— to a request for advice relative to 
the application of section 117 (j) to gains 
and losses from the sale or exchange of 
livestock acquired or raised and retained for 
draft, b ing, or dairy purposes. I. T. 
3712 was issued to explain and amplify I. T. 
3666. The letter of August 4, 1947, was in 
response to an inquiry from a member of 
the Senate. It is a further explanation and 
amplification of the two prior rulings. The 
effect of these rulings is to deny stockmen 
benefits under section 117 (j) which are en- 
joyed by other taxpayers under similar 
circumstances. 

Not only has the Bureau discriminated 
agarayt stockmen by the issuance of the 
above rulings, but it has announced its de- 
termination to continue such discrimination 
in the face of adverse court decisions which 
fully and completely answer all arguments 
in support of the Bureau’s position. This 
position is without justification and does 
not represent the mature judgment of rep- 
resentative officials of the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue. The reasons why the present 
position of the Bureau is discriminato 
against stockmen will now be demonstrated. 

Statute 

Section 117 (j), so far as material to the 

question here under consideration, provides 
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Tax Discrimination and

that the recognized gains and losses from 
the sale or exchange of property used in the 
trade or business of the taxpayer shall be 
treated as gains and losses from the sale or 
exchange of capital assets held for more 
than six months if the aggregate of such 
gain exceeds the aggregate of such losses. 
— section defines such property as fol- 
ows: 


“For the purposes of this subsection, the 
term ‘property used, in the trade or business’ 
means property used in the trade or business, 
of a character which is subject to the allow- 
ance for depreciation provided in section 23 
(I), held for more than 6 months, and real 
property used in the trade or business, held 
for more than 6 months, which is not (A) 
property of a kind which would properly be 
includible in the inventory of the taxpayer 
if on hand at the close of the taxable year, 
or (B) property held by the taxpayer pri- 
marily for le to customers. in the. or 
course of his trade or business. * * *” ° 


Legislative History 


Prior to the Revenue Act of 1942, the gain 
or loss from the sale or exchange of depre- 


‘ciable property was not treated as a capital 


gain or capital loss but as an ordinary gain 
or an ordinary loss. This rule was originally 
enacted by Congress as a relief provision to 
enable taxpayers to have the full benefit of 
any loss realized from the sale of machin- 
ery and similar depreciable items instead of 
being limited by the capital loss provisions 
which would permit them only a certain 
percentage of the loss. While this rule pro- 
vided relief in case a loss was realized, it 
pandiont taxpayers able to dispose of their 
epreciable property at a gain. Congress, 
therefore, came to feel that it was an undue 
hardship on taxpayers to treat the gain on 
such sales as fully taxable. In order to al- 
leviate this situation and to provide tax- 
yers relief, section 117 (j) of the Internal 
evenue Code was enacted as part of the 
Revenue Act of 1942. See: H. Rep. No. 2333, 
77th Cong., 2d Sess., pp. 53-54 (1942-2 C.B. 
372, 415). 


Statutory Requirements 

Under this statute, it is necessary for a 
pa pa to show: (1) that the yoomety 
sold was property used in his trade or busi- 
ness; (2) that the property was of a-charac- 
ter subject to the allowance for deprecia- 
tion; (3) that it was held for more than six 
months; (4) that it was not property of a 
kind properly includible in inventory if on 
hand at the close of the taxable year; and, 
(5) that the property was not held by the 
taxpayer primarily for sale to customers in 
the ordinary course of his trade or business. 

For example, suppose a corporation or an 
individual operates a fleet of trucks or 
busses,’and all old, worn-out vehicles are 
sold annually. Any gain realized on such 
sales would a subject to the provisions of 
section 117 (j) as the transaction would 
come within its precise terms. 

The same result would follow where a 
manufacturer of motor vehicles, for ex- 
ample, General Motors Corporation, takes 
certain cars off the assembly line, uses 
them for a time in its business, and sub- 
sequently sells them. There is no question 
as to the right of the. corporation to report 
the profit on such sales as capital gain un- 
der section 117 (j). ‘ 

These examples are cited to illustrate the 
agreed applicability of the statute to an 
ordinary, every-day situation of constant 


recurrence. There are other types of situa- 
tions which have been successfully litigated 
by taxpayers such as that of the broker 
holding securities for investment rather 
than for sale to customers. The gain from 
the sale of such securities has been held to 
be subject to the capital gains provisions of 
section 117 (j). See: E. Everett Van Tuyl, 
12 TC 900 (Acq) and Stifel, Nicolaus & Co., 
Ine., 138 TC——, No. 99. The Commissioner 
has acquiesced in the Van Tuyl decision, 
thus recognizing that it is possible for a 
taxpayer to hold property for sale to cus- 
tomers in the rao course of his trade 
or business and to hold similar property for 
other purposes. 


On the other hand, take the case of a 
dairy farmer. He maintains his herd at its 
most economic size and constantly replaces 
worn out and depreciated animals with oth- 
ers younger and more productive. This re- 
sults in more or less regular sales of an- 
imals from his herd just as the owner of a 
fleet of motor vehicles annually replaces 
worn-out machines. Yet, the Bureau would 
deny the dairy farmer or other stockmen 
the benefits of section 117 (j). Is this not 
rank discrimination? What is the justifica- 
tion, if any, for the Bureau’s position? Wh 
should the court decisions not be followed 


Bureau Rulings 

When the Bureau issued I. T. 3666 in 
1944 it recognized that livestock held by a 
stockman for dairy, breeding, or draft pur- 
poses are, while so held and used, depreci- 
able assets not primarily held for sale to 
customers in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness. This is true whether the stockman 
uses the cash or accrual method of account- 
ing. Further, the fact that such livestock 
may be — under the regulations, to 
be included in inventory for the convenience 
of accounting, was stated not to render such 
livestock “property of a kind which would 
properly be includible in the inventory of 
the taxpayer if on hand at the close of the 
taxable year” so as to deprive the stockman 
of the benefits of section 117 (j). However, 
the ruling went on to say in the final sen- 
tence that: 

“The sale of animals culled from the breed- 
ing herd as feeder or slaughter animals in 
the regular course of business is-not to be 
treated as the sale of a capital asset.” 

Subsequently, when I. T. 3712 was issued 
in 1945, the phrase “culled from the breed- 
ing herd” was defined. That ruling states 
that the phrase: 

“Refers to the normal selection for sale of 
those animals which, due to injury, age, 
ease, or for any other reason (other 
that of changing the breed or the quality of 
the offsp ) are no longer desired by the 
livestock raiser for breeding purposes, 
also the normal selection for sale of animals 
for the purpose of maintaining the herd at a 
regular size. The primary factor is normal 
practice in the case of the particular tax- 
payer involved.” 

This ruling introduced the so-called ‘“ab- 
normal sales” test and its “prima facie pre- 
sumption.” However, the only significance . 
of this test for present purposes is to point 
out that the entire purpose of the ruling is 
to prevent a stockman from realizing capi- 
tal gains on the normal culling operations 
which he carries on in connection with, and 
incidental to, his business of maintaining 
livestock for dairy, breeding, or draft pur-

The following taken from the January 9, 
1950, issue of STEEL magazine’s editorial 
uote, “Mr. Truman said that if our 
productive power increases at the same rate 
as it has in the past fifty years, the national 
income in the year 2000 will be $1,000 billion 
(a trillion).

Cer- 
tainly a thorough examination of tax- 
exempt operations should take precedence 
over any attempt to increase the burden on 
present taxpayers”.

N mid-January the bureau of agricul- 

tural economics of the Department of 

Agriculture announced that as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1950, the number of cattle on feed 
for market in the United States was slight- 
ly larger than a year ago and was the larg- 
est number on record. The estimated num- 
ber was 4,552,000 head, this total standing 
22,000 more than was reported just a year 
be All of the increase in numbers appear- 

in the corn belt states and Texas, the 
number in western states being sixteen per 
cent below a year ago. 

The north central states, which include 
the corn belt, estimated a total of 3,588,000 
head compared with 3,405,000 a year ago 
~ and have established a new record high 

number, exceeding the edage high of 
1945 by a slim margin. Iowa, the leading 
cattle feeding state, showed a gain of thir- 
teen per cent over a year ago and establish- 
ed a new record high number for that state. 

Stocker and feeder cattle shipments dur- 
ing December into the eight corn belt states 
for which records are available showed only 
little gain over a year ago, but it was the 
July to December total, standing at 2,- 
635,000 head that told the full story for the 
number was thirty-one per cent above the 
1949 figure. These figures include cattle 
from public stockyards as well as cattle 
ship in direct. 

Cattle feeders in the state of Illinois re- 
vealed that on January 1, 1950, they had a 
total of 532,000 head of cattle on grain 
feed, this total standing twelve per cent 
above 1949 and 165 per cent above the 
October 1, 1949, figure. A heavier move- 
ment to the country featured the market 
during the July to December period and 
some unusual weather conditions swelled 
numbers of these cattle, as the big winds 

rior to harvest time in 1949 swept over 
ields of standing corn, leveling them to the 
extent that nothing but cattle and hogs 
could do a real job of salvaging the corn. 

Over the entire country it has been noted 
that there has been a definite ove to young 
cattle. In the cornbelt it was found that 
thirty-one per cent of the cattle on feed 
averaged 600 lbs. or less, this comparing 
with twenty-three per cent a year ago. Cat- 
tle averaging over 900 lbs. comprised twen- 
ty-seven per cent of the total this year, com- 
pared with thirty-four per cent a year ago. 

Despite the fact that the number of cattle 
on feed stands at a new high level, the 
scarcity of cattle with weight tends to off- 
set this bulge in numbers and it must not 
be forgotten that the country is in need of 
larger meat volume each year as the popu- 
lation of the nation continues its upw 
swing. So, numbers alone must not rule 
one’s thinking and planning for the future. 
The American people will always be a group 
of “beef eaters” and production of beef wi 
always be a eon even though margins 
of profit may shrink, making it necessary 
for the producer to show his ingenuity and 
utilize the most modern methods in the 
feeding of his cattle. 

Now, lets take a look at things at the 
Chicago Yards during the past month. 
Numerically there was little difference in 
the cattle run, although numbers were a 
couple of thousand head smaller than dur- 
ing the corresponding period in 1949. At 
the same time the quality of the offerin 
was a great disappointment to killers as 
daily receipts have been made up largely of 
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“short-fed” and “warmed-up” steers and 
yearlings, light cattle making up a big por- 
tion of the run, while weights exceeding 
1,300 Ibs. were definitely in the minority. 
In fact, only a comparatively small share of 
the month’s total steer run consisted of cat- 
tle averaging 1,200 lbs. and better, while 
many loads of light yearlings, averaging 
below 1,000 Ibs. were available. 

The big receipts of “short-fed” cattle con- 
sisted largely of yearlings and handy-weight 
cattle that had been on feed from ninety to 
120 days, some coming back after a shorter 
turn on feed, while a fair number had been 
out longer than 120 days. Some of the 
arrivals represented cattle that had been 
bought last fall to clean up some of the 
“down” corn, but most offerings were cat- 
tle that had never been planned for later 
markets. 

But, the market for beef cattle was one 
of the most “number-sensitive” affairs wit- 
nessed in quite some time, liberal receipts 
on one day resulting in a rather sharp de- 
cline, only to find the decline curtailing 
arrivals on the next day, this resulting in a 
full or partial recovery of earlier losses. 
Meanwhile, this unevenness found the gen- 
eral market edging lower as the bulk of 
daily arrivals sold at $29.00 and less. The 

k price for the month of January was 

1.50, but these highly finished cattle were 
very much in the minority all month. 

Competition from cheap pork cuts, 
coupled with unseasonably warm weather 
was given as some of the cause for the 
ae showing made by the local and eastern 

f markets during the month. On the 
eastern seaboard it was reported that some 
daily temperatures were unbelievably high 
and trading in the beef market on a whole- 
sale level was sluggish. Late in the month 
local killers and eastern order buyers turned 
their attention to light cattle averaging 
1,000 Ibs. and less and at times the keen 
demand for the fairly liberal run of these 
kinds saw prices go unchanged or rise a bit, 
while heavier cattle were difficult to sell at 
weak or lower levels. The demand for 
these lighter weights continued active until 
late in the month when numbers were down 
rather sharply. ; 

The market for heifers follows closely on 
the heels of the steer market and there was 
little difference until late in January when 
the trade included many loads of “calfy” 
heifers. For a while there was little said 
on the part of the packers, but when num- 
bers began to increase sharply the tenor of 
the market took on a different hue and 
near the close sellers were faced with some 
“peddling” markets, some “calfy” heifers 
going over unsold from day to day. 

Meanwhile, the ever increasing shortage 


s 


of well finished “open” heifers made for a 
strong market for these types and some 
highly finished South Dakota fed Aberdeen- 
Angus sold for $35.00, the top for the 
month. A few other loads sold at $30.00 
and above during January, but the big share 
of the run consisted of cattle of value to 
sell at $27.00 and less, most of these heif- 
ers falling below 900 lbs. in weight. 

Another comparatively short supply of 
cows of all grades made for price gains as 
demand for all but the “inbetween” kinds 
continued rather active. Closing prices for 
January were $1.00 to $1.50 above rates 
paid at the close of the year. A scattering 
of handy-weight cows sold up to $19.00, but 
over-fat kinds were difficult to move. Can- 
ner and cutter cows found better outlet than 
did beef types and prices finished higher 
than a month earlier. 

Uneven povanve § in bulls during the month 
left them around $1.00 higher at the close, 
although all beef bulls did not show that 
much advance over the final markets of 
December. -Short supplies of calves made 
for sharp price gains, the top for vealers 
rising from $27.00 on the first session of 
January to $33.00 late in the month. Some 
reaction came later in the month, but the 
best kinds were still selling at $32.00 when 
the period ended. 

Local demand for replacement cattle was 
fairly good during most of January, but 
near the finish the market found a sharp 
rise in buyer interest, this coming at a time 
when offerings were at the seasonal low 
ebb. Gains of 50c and more were register- 
ed late in the month and good daily clear- 
ance was the rule. 

The month of January witnessed the halt 
to the long decline in hog prices and the 
average price for the month showed a gain 
for the first time in four months. Despite 
the recovery from the December low point, 
the January average price level was the 
lowest for that month in four years and 
$1.00 below the “frozen” prize of $16.25 
under the OPA in September, 1946. 

Hog receipts at Chicago during the 
initial month of the new year were the 
biggest in four years for the month of 

anuary. Meanwhile, weights declined six 
pounds from a year ago and, at 254 lbs., 
were the heaviest since last August, while 
standing the lightest for January in five 
years. 

Lamb prices were also sensitive to weath- 
er conditions during January, the “heat- 
wave” on the eastern seaboard cutting de- 
mand on the part of shippers, but later 
colder weather’ stepped up trading and the 
market finished a shade better than a month 
earlier. Most lambs sold in a narrow range 
as the top for the month was $25.00, while 
the average price for January at $23.75 
was the third highest on record.

The packers look for sharp price drops, 

ially for higher grades of cattle, in 


the next copie of months. Experts at the 
Agriculture Department here in Washington 
disagree. 


They think cattle prices, except for sea- 
sonal variations, will remain fairly stable 
through at least the first six months of this 
year. 

Packer pessimism about the outlook for 
producers is based on (1) figures showing 
supplies have been on the increase, and (2) 
the assumption that demand will nose-dive. 
Beef is “out of line” with other meats, sa. 
the middlemen, and consumer resistance will 
begin showing soon. 

Latest official figures, based on January 
15th calculations, show that lambs were 
bringing slightly higher prices than beef 
cattle. On that date, cattle were running 
fifteen percent above parity, lambs sixteen 

r cent above. Hogs were ninteen per cent 
Ger parity, and veal calves twenty-three 
per cent above. 

Early-year figures showed cattlemen in 
a strong price position. 

From mid-December to mid-January beef 
cattle went up 40 cents; veal calves, 90 
cents; sheep, 36 cents; lambs, 60 cents, and 
hogs 30 cents. Higher prices for meat ani- 
mals and truck crops more than offset lower 
prices for most other farm products. 

Over-all, farm prices were up slightly, but 
costs went up a bit more, again ucing 
farm purchasing power. USDA sees this 
trend continuing, but live stock officials are 
sticking by their prediction that cattlemen 
are to be relatively well off in 1950... 
with a possibility that prices may average 
out about as high as last year. 


Note: The new parity formula, ap- 
proved at the last session of Congress, 
has been worked out by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Based on aver- 
age prices over the past ten years, and 
including costs of hired labor, it puts 
live stock mén in a relatively stronger 
position. Parity prices for live stock 
products are higher under the new than 
the old formula. Reverse is true of 
most field crops. 


Washington farm leaders are suffering a 
new and virulent outbreak of an old disease:

at to do about the nation’s ever- 
mounting stocks of farm commodities is 
causing nightmares. It will be the subject 
of some bitter political debate in coming 
months. 

More than $4 billion worth of farm com- 
modities are expected to be held by USDA’s 
Commodity Credit Corporation by next July 


1. Much of that amount will be in the form 


of feed grains. 

That adds up to a good feed picture for 
cattlemen, with supplies plentiful and prices 
down around support levels. But it is a 
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headache for the men who must make the 
farm program work. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that the 
law passed by the Congress last r is an 
ineffectual patchwork of political compro- 
mises. It encourages crop production that 
is not needed . . . does little to stimulate 
——— live stock production that is need- 


Keeping crop prices up is going to be 
tougher and tougher, and costlier and cost- 
lier for taxpayers. 


Top administration strategists are fi 
ing to turn any downtrends in farm prices 
to their advantage by putting on a slam- 
bang campaign for the Brannan Plan. 

Lower prices often spell disaster for the 
ports in power, but ite House insiders 
think the Secretary’s farm program is their 
ace in the hole. Price troubles, and — 
farm support costs, will be blamed on 
short-comings of present farm legislation. 

The fact that the present law has the 
backing of many Democrats on Capitol Hill 
will be glossed over. 

Brannan is in a strong position, pose’ 
ly, as many observers see it. He has made 
it crystal clear that he is dead-set against 
the present farm program. Neither the 
Secretary, nor Truman, thinks the Brannan 
Plan has a prayer at this session of Con- 

. But they are convinced that it will 
a potent political vote-getter in congres- 


_ Sional elections next fall. 


Leaflets are already being distributed in 
the states by Democratic campaigners ex- 
tolling the Brannan Plan. Specific farms 
are used as illustrations to tell both produc- 
ers and consumers “What’s in it” for them 
to back the Secretary’s program. 


Difficulties in keeping surpluses under 
control, and farm prices up, are highlighted 
by hearings on Capitol Hill for a giant $2 
billion increase in the CCC’s_ lending 
authority. 

Lawmakers of both parties are backing 
the USDA request for an increase in price- 
support funds. Approval is a foregone 
conclusion. 

Brannan estimates that the CCC will have 
about $850 million on hand next July 1. 
By that time, he believes, the rest of the 
agency’s current lending authority of $4 % 
billion will have been tied up. 

The Secretary wants approval for use of 
an additional $2 billion now to assure banks 
that “CCC can and will fulfill its obliga- 
tions under any circumstances.” Doubt as 
to CCC’s reserves, the Secretary emphasiz- 
ed, “could cause chaotic conditions and 
possible collapse of the farm price struc- 
ture. 


CCC’s marketing operations are to con- 
tinue being a target of farm cooperatives 
and farm organizations. 

Charges are being revived by the grain 
trade and the National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives that CCC is threatening gov- 
ernment monopoly of the marketing field. 


The Agriculture ayer e 
anticipating criticism of CCC—recently call- 
ed for co-ops and commercial firms to pro- 
vide space for grains going under govern- 
ment loan. Fact is that another storage 
squeeze is just around the corner.

LITTLE DIFFERENCE IN 
WINTERING RESULTS 

Reporting on the subject of wintering, 
pasturing and fattening steers at his in- 
stitution, G. A.- Branaman,\ animal hus- 
bandry department, Michigan State College 
states that when calves are carried through 
two winters and sold in September and 
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October as two-year-olds, the net results 
are about the same whether wintered on 
hay alone or fed so as to gain twice as fast. 

His report was a feature on the American 
Society of Animal Production meeting pro- 

m in Chicago, Nov. 25. Highlights of 

r. Branaman’s paper were as follows: 

The cattle wintered on hay gained from 
one-half to three-fourths pounds daily 
while the others gained one and one-half 
pounds. 

The thinner cattle gained more rapidly 
on pasture. Costs of gain—$17.35 per cwt. 
—were exactly the same at the close of the 
first pasture season. 

The hay cattle gained more slowly dur- 
ing the second winter. Thin in flesh in 
May their cost of gain that winter was two 
cents per pound more than those wintered 
on silage, soybean meal and hay. 

On good alfalfa pasture the hay-fed cat- 
tle gained more than two Ibs. per h 
daily on alfalfa pasture—the others gain- 
ing only one and three-tenths lbs. Thus 
the hay-fed cattle cost of gain was sharply 
reduced. 

The well-wintered cattle produced high 
ood carcasses after forty-five days of light 
eeding on pasture and were marketed Sept. 

5. Similar carcasses were produced by the 
other cattle which were fed ninety-four days 
and sold on Oct. 24. 

With calves costing $24.50 per cwt. and a 
sale price of $24.50 in the feedlot, these 
cattle returned about $100 per head above 
feed costs at current prices.

Many Aberdeen-Angus breeders have 
been of the opinion that much good can be 
accomplished through breeding _ heifer 
projects, instead of putting all of the F.F.A. 
and 4-H club emphasis on steer feeding 
projects. 

With this in mind O. B. Ross, county 
seent of Amherst county, Virginia, decided 

do something about it. He found in 
| a W. Turner, Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er and owner of Old Elkton Farm, Bedford, 
Virginia, a live stock man with similar 
yiews. As a result Mr. Turner recommend- 
ed to his firm, N. & W. Industries, that 
they put up $1,000.00 prize money for such 
a project in 1949. Boys and girls in a six- 
teen county area around Lynchburg, Vir- 
ginia, were eligible to compete. They had 
to own their heifers. The heifers had to be 
registered and they had to be from dams 
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with family names. All heifers had to be 
vaccinated. 

Twenty-one heifer projects were started 
and eighteen were completed. Sixteen of 
these calves competed at Lynchburg. In 
the top picture are, (left to right) Billy 
Tucker with the reserve champion heifer; 
Mr. Turner, and David Mays, with the 
grand champion heifer. Both of the boys 
are from Amherst county. 

At the Lynchburg show the Danish sys- 
tem of placings was used. Those responsible 
for the project believe that better results 
can be obtained by using the long-establish- 
ed placing system of major live stock shows. 
They hold that under the Danish system 
“the junior showmen lose the educational 
value of judging cattle unless the cattle are 
placed individually according to their ap- 
proach to the standard of perfection.”

“Our farmers in the county caught the 
beef raising bug and they drew their breed- 
ing stock out of the zel herd. Kim 
Moe and Roy Glander, both on Jefferson 
rural routes, purchased Angus cattle from

CEREAL DIETS 

From time to time in the past we have 
heard about the attempts of certain inter. 
ests to have us limit our consumption of 
meat. They have advocated that we should 
cut down on our livestock production—have 
told us that it is much more efficient for 
humans to consume more of the cereals and 
legumes instead of feeding them to cattle 
and other meat animals. 

This assertion has been made in face of 
the fact that America has always been a 
leading livesteck and meat producing na 
tion and that it leads all other nations in 
the efficiency of its agriculture and in the 
development of its natural resources. There 
is little doubt but that livestock farming hag 
been an important factor in our progress, 

In my opinion America will never go on 
a cereal diet. When one studies other coun- 
tries where the use of foods of animal origin 
are at a minimum we find that the people 
of those countries are inferior to our own 
from the a of physical standards 
and length of life. 

The folly of even approaching the adop- 
tion of a cereal diet is seen when we con- 
sider the millions of acres of our land area 
which would be of little or no value except 
for livestock—when we think of the im- 
mense quantities of roughages and beef by- 
products which would be wasted unless fed 
to livestock. 

_ When one considers the factors affecting 
the demand for beef by America’s consum- 
ers, it is recognized that the palatability and 
satiety value of beef are very important 
factors. Because of its appearance, aroma 
and flavor a properly cooked dish of beef 
has universal appetite appeal. And we know 
that palatable food stimulates the flow of 
the digestive juices and thus aids in diges- 
tion.

1923. It was launched by leaders of the 
livestock and meat industry—livestock 
growers and feeders—livestock marketing 
associations, meat packers and retail meat 
dealers. 

Leading up to the organization of the 
Board as a service organization for the in- 
dustry were a variety of conditions prevail- 
ing in the industry. Meat was on the de- 
fensive. Its health value was being question- 

It was assailed as being the cause of 
various diseases. The attacks being direct- 
ed against meat were proving harmful to 
all segments of the industry. 


The unfortunate phase of the situation 
was that the industry could not fight back. 
Little or no information concerning the nu- 
tritive value of ‘meat was available. .No 
work was being done in studying meat from 
the standpoint of its food value. 


Little or no attention was being given to 
the study of meat in our schools and col- 
leges. No program of meat education was 
being carried on for homemakers or other 
consumer groups. It was clear as one in- 
dustry leader expressed it that “meat need- 
ed a champion.” 

I haven’t the time to go into detail con- 


; cerning the organization of the Board but 


the directors who first manned the organ- 
ization represented the entire industry, 
These directors set up a program of re- 
search, education and promotion in behalf 
of meat. 

Although these directors were hard-head- 
ed business men in their respective fields 
they recognized that the industry must carry 
on a program of meat research. They knew 
that there was a dearth of facts concerning 
meat. At a time when the value of re- 
search was not nearly as well understood 
these directors launched a fact-finding meat 
program.

Grants-in-aid were provided to research 
workers at leading colleges and universities, 
For the past twenty-five years meat re- 
search has been continuously under way. 

To date, seventy research prejects have 
been conducted at twenty-five colleges and 
universities and hospitals. The flood of in- 
formation flowing from the research labora- 
tories has given us a new conception of the 
value of beef and other meats from the nu- 
tritional standpoint. 

During the twenty-five year period dur- 
ing which we have been conducting meat 
research, a change of attitude concerning 
the foods we eat has taken place. Twenty- 
five years and more ago we thought of food 
largely from the viewpoint of the amounts 
consumed daily. We were not as concerned 
as we should have been relative to the nu- 
tritional value of the foods consumed. 

That viewpoint has changed. Within the 
past quarter of a century we have become 
more and more nutrition-conscious. It is 
indeed fortunate that this new conception 
of food has come into its own for the most 
part during these years when new dis- 
coveries were being made concerning the 
nutritive value of beef and other meats. 
SOME RESEARCH DISCOVERIES 

What are some of the discoveries which 
have been made concerning meat by re- 
search workers in the past twenty-five 
years? Let me answer that question by giv- 
ing you some of the high lights of fact- 
finding meat studies. 

One of the most essential food nutrients 
in the human dietary is protein. For over 
one hundred years the nutritional impose 
ance of protein has been known. nly, 
however, within comparatively recent years 
have scientists been giving intensive study 
to the kinds and sources of protein.

These vitamins furnished by beef play = 
important part in the human body. ey 
promote growth, contribute to the health of 
the skin, aid in the utilization of starches 
and sugars, assist in the normal functioning 
of the heart, nerves and muscles and have 
other valuable uses. 

Carrying on his work at Rush Medical 
College, Leo K. Campbell discovered 
that over-weight persons on a diet built 
around lean meat and low in starches, fats 
and sugars, lost weight at the average rate 
of ten to twelve pounds per month. bee 
liked their meals and improved in heal 
while reducing. 

Dr. Campbell followed this study with 
one for under-weight persons. In this diet 
the fat of the meat was not removed and 
the diet was high in the energy foods. On 
this diet his patients soins weight at the 
rate of one and one-half pounds per week. 

At the University of Nebraska, Dr. Ruth 
Leverton discovered the value of beef and 
other meats in the diet for blood donors. 
Later, Dr. Leverton carried on a study for 
the Board in which she fed strained beef 
and other meat to infants at five weeks of 
age with beneficial results. 

MEAT FOR CHILDREN 

At Pennsylvania State College, Dr. Paul- 
ine Beery Mack studied the effect of diets 
on two groups of children in orphanages. 
Each diet contained the foods recommended 
as essential in the daily meal and were cal- 
culated so as to be of the same nutritional 
value. One group, however, received meat 
ten times per week. The other recei 
meat only twice peryweek. 

After fourteen months it was found that 
the children receiving meat ten times per 
week showed better blood tests, better bone _ 
and skin conditions, less resistance to fatigue 
and were in better health than those on the 
low-meat diet. 

Following this study with meat in the 
diets of children Dr. Mack has been carry- 
ing on studies to determine the value of 
beef and other meats in the diets of older 
— Those in her study ranged in age 

rom fifty to ninety-two years. 
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Dr. Mack provided one group of these 
older persons with thirty-six ounces of meat 
*per week in ten servings. Another group 
was given six ounces of meat in two serv- 
ings. The high-meat group was superior in 
blood tests, showed greater resistance to 
fatigue and infections, and had an improved 
medical rating compared to the low meat 
group. Both groups had diets of the same 
calculated amounts of protein, minerals, 
vitamins and energy. 

I might go on and cite study after study, 
the results of which have given positive 
proof of the value of beef in America’s diet 
—the value of meat for building strong mus- 
cles, sturdy bones, rich red blood—for fur- 
nishing the energy needed by old and young. 
The work of the nation’s top-ranking re- 
search workers who carry on this work in 
leading laboratories across the nation, has 
without doubt contributed immeasurably to 
the demand for beef as well as other meats. 


Today, because of painstaking research 
carried on through the years we know that 
beef is not just an ordinary food—not a 
food which simply satisfies hunger. Today 
we know that beef is growth, is strength, 
endurance, man-power. We know that the 
beef produced on millions of farms and 
ranches is the center of the balanced meal 
—the source of those vital nutrients which 
build strong bodies—which help to build a 
stronger America. 


No one can over-estimate the value of 
the results of meat research. But the re- 
sults achieved by research workers would 
be of little or no value unless they are put 


to work—unless the story is brought to the 
nation’s homemakers—to ee ee 
sicians, dentists, dietitians, nurses to 
the consuming public generally.

At the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion at Chicago in December we concluded 
our fall and winter program of meat ex- 
hibits at fairs and livestock ge yw As 
a conservative estimate more than 2 million 
persons in all walks of life visited these 
exhibits. They studied displays showing 
modern cuts of beef and other meats—dis- 
plays showing the proper methods of cook- 
ing mea isplays showing the nutritive 
value of meat and others. At the same time 
copies of our meat literature have been 
made available to exhibit visitors. 


COOKING SCHOOLS 


Right now our field home economists are 
pen | on the year’s schedule of four-day 
ong schools.

At each school our staff members actuall 
prepare on the stage 10 beef dishes as a 
as other meat dishes and foods made with 
lard.

Each home- 
maker attending receives a recipe book con- 
taining the recipes for all of P the dishes 
featured on the program. 

To date, we have scheduled coo 
schools in about fifty cities and sixteen o 
these schools will be held in southern cities, 
We expect to reach a third of a mililion 
homemakers through these schools—home- 
makers who buy the beef for their families, 

This week our Department of Meat Mer- 
chandising launched a = esree of lecture- 
demonstrations for retail meat dealers which 
will cover a period of four and a half 
months. During this period this program 
will be held in ap Hew: one hundred cities. 

Beef will be featured in this program 
through innovations of meat cuts designed 
to help step up beef sales. Other ways in 
which the retailer meat dealers can sell 
more meat will be stressed. Our previous 
experience with this type of program has 
revealed tremendous interest on the part of 
retail meat dealers. Many men of the meat 
trade drive in from towns and cities up to 
one hundred and fifty miles away to attend. 
Every retailer attending these programs re- 
ceives meat merchandising literature. 

During the schedule in each city our staff 
members also appear in meat _lecture- 
demonstrations fore Rotary, Kiwanis, 
Lions and other service clubs and also 
before assembly groups of high school and 
—_ students. 

Our educational program includes the 
an ype yd and distribution of literature on

than two million pieces of literature were 
filled last year—literature for homemake ‘an 
retailers, teachers, students, hotels, 
restaurants, and consumers generally.

Literature on 
meat and nutrition is made available. 


This is one of the ways in which we are 
reaching doctors, dentists, dietitians, nurses 
and all others who help to guard our public 
health. And we are finding that these 
groups are eager for meat facts. 


I only have time to hit the high lights of 
our program for meat which is reaching the 
nation in many ways. The message of meat 
is being disseminated through television. In 
December two of our staff members put on 
a meat cutting and meat cooking demon- 
stration which reached more than two mil- 
lion persons. ae 

We are reaching consumers through meat 
talks over the radio—through meat cookery 
demonstrations—through film strips on 
meat preparation—through programs at 
schools and colleges—through meat con- 
tests—and in many other ways. Webelieve 
that our educational program exerts a con- 
siderable influence in stepping up the de- 
mand for beef and other meats. — 
CHANGING FOOD HABITS 

We have been eating more food per per- 
son in this country in récent years. Figures 
show that last year—1949—we consumed 
ten per cent more food per capita than in 
the pre-war five-year period, 1935-39. 

We consumed sixteen per cent more beef 
last year than in that pre-war period—more 
poultry, eggs and dairy products. The con- 
sumption of fresh fruit and fresh vegetables 
has showed a lesser increase in per capita 
consumption compared with the products of 
animal agriculture. 


We consumed less of certain foods in 1948 
than in the pre-war period—less corn meal, 
less wheat flour, less sugar, less potatoes 
and less rice. in other words the trend 
since pre-war years has been toward 4 

ater use of the more nutritious foods and 
ess of the stomach-filling foods. In other 
words we are not only eating more food but 
also better food. 

In my opinion the trend toward a greater 
use of the products of animal origin is due 


in large measure to the fact that our people 
have learned the value of beef, poultry and

Looking ahead it is difficult to forecast 
possible trends. Will we continue to stepe 
up our efficiency? Will we produce the 
number of meat animals sufficient to keep 

ace with our increasing population? Thig 
atter ge is important when we con- 
sider that since the peak years in meat 
animal population our numbers of cattle, 
hogs and sheep have declined. We have 
millions less cattle, hogs and sheep than we 


r cent® 


had a few years ago. It seems self-evident 
that if we even just maintain our present 
rate of meat consumption, we will have to 


increase our livestock numbers. 

Many agencies have helped in the for- 
ward march of the beef cattle industry. 
These include beef cattle record associa- 
tions, beef breed journals, farm and market 

ublications, the research workers, teach- 
ing staffs and extension men of our Land 
Grant Colleges; the railroads, business 
men’s organizations and many more. 

It is my belief that our livestock and meat 
industry in the future as in the past, will 


problems as they arise. 
This industry will continue to develop 
leaders. Beef will continue to be a popular 
food on America’s tables. We have accom- 
— much through the years—have 
emonstrated what can be accomplished 
when men work together.

a This is made abundantly clear in the 
etter ruling of August 4, 1947, in which the 
Commissioner further defined “culls” ag 
follows: 

“ ‘Culls’ not only represent animals sold 

because they had passed their state of econ- 
omic usefulness or were undesirable for other 
purpose but also represent animals regularly 

breeding or dairy herd in order 

keep the herd at a desirable size.” . 

In this same ruling it was also stated: 

“* * * The classification of ‘culls’ was in- 
tended to include all animals sold from the 
breeding herds that represent regular sales 
made from such source in the ordinary cper- 
ation of the taxpayer’s business.” 

In other words, if a manufacturer sells 
worn out machines each year and replaces 
them with new and more modern equipment, 
any gain he may realize is subject to the 
benefits of section.117 (j). If a stockman 
sells worn out breeding stock each year and 
replaces it with new and more modem 
stock, any gain he may realize is not sub- 
ject to the benefits of section 117 (j). Why?

The theory relied on 
was that this was a case of first impres- 
sion. The scope of section 117 (j) was said 
to be not entirely free from doubt, and the 
Regulations and Rulings issued by the 
Treasury Department in an attempt to 
clarify section 117 (j) were presumptively 
correct. Thus, under the circumstances, the 
Court felt that the taxpayer had failed to 
sustain his statutory burden of proof. 
The basis of the District Court’s decision 
is particularly significant in view of the 
decision in the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Upon appeal the Circuit Court reviewed the 
history of se¢tion 117 (j), the rulings men- 
tioned above, and even noted that subse- 
quent to the District Court decision the 
House of Representatives passed the Rev- 
enue Revision Bill of 1948, which amended 
section 117 (j) to make explicit and incor- 
porate in the law the interpretation of the 
section as set forth by the Commissioner in 
his three rulings. However, the Court found 
nothing to interpret. The statute was stated 
to be plain and unambiguous, and the tax- 
payer came within its plain terms. An at- 
tempt by the Commissioner to make the 
statute unavailable to the taxpayer was 
held to be of no avail. The Court, at page 
344, stated: 
“Section 117 (j) was intended as a relief 
measure applicable e to alj taxpayers 
within its provisions. Leland Hazard v. Com- 
missioner, 7 T.C. 372, That it was so intend- 
ed is clearly expressed in the report of the 
Committees of the House of Representatives 
and of the Senate in charge of the bill. See 
H. Rep. No. 2333, 77th Cong., 2d Sess., pp. 
53-54 (1942-2 Cum. Bull. 372, 415), and S. 
Rep. No. 1631, 77th Cong., 2d Sess., p. 50

taxpayer. The amendment permits the tax- 
payer to deduct in full the net loss resulting 
from transactions within the purview ef the 
section and to report the net gain only to the 
extent of 50 per cent. Nothing in the lan- 


The Commissioner has ruled that livestock 
held by a farmer for dairy, breeding, or 
draft purposes are, while so held and used, 
depreciable assets, not primarily held for sale 
to customers in the ordinary course of his 
business. Nothing in the language of the sec- 
tion justifies the inference that a farmer 
should be denied the right to treat the prof- 
its received from the livestock 
when they are no longer profitable or fit for 
use in the farmer’s business as productive of 
capital gains and not of ordinary income. 
This, however, is the effect of the ruling re- 
lied on by the Government,” (Emphasis 
supplied) 

_It is submitted that the reasoning of the 
Cireuit Court of Appeals in the Albright 
case is sound. What basis is there in the 
statute to deny the relief granted by the 
section to any taxpayers whose transactions 
meet the prescribed conditions? How can it 
be argued that the effect of the rulings of 
the Commissioner is not exactly what the 
Court said it was? It may be that certain 
individuals do not believe that Congress 
pag sd pcg stockmen to report the profit 
realized on the sale of culled animals ag 
capital gains. That, however, is not the 
question. Further, one judge dissented in 
the Albright case on the und that al- 
though the taxpayer held the cattle prima- 
rily for dairy purposes, he also held them 
primarily for sale to customers in the ordi- 
nary course of his trade or business when 
they ceased to be fit for dairy purposes. 
Such reasoning, however, would attribute to 
Congress an intent to limit the provisions of 
section 117 (j) to involuntary conversions, 
unexpected sales, and similar occurrences, 
Yet, the legislative history of the section 
clearly indicates that Congress intended to 
permit taxpayers to report profits realized 
on the sale of machinery and similar depre- 
ciable property as capital gain. Congress 
must certainly be presumed to have known 
that such assets are disposed of regularly. 
Further, the word “primarily” means just 
that. It is defined to mean “in the first 
place”; “originally”; ‘“pre-eminently”; or 
“fundamentally”. Certainly it cannot be 
seriously argued that a dairyman is hold- 
ing his dairy herd primarily for sale to 
customers. 


The Commissioner did not file a petition 
for certiorari in the Albright case. Some 
two months after that decision, however, 
the Tax Court decided Isaac Emerson, 12 
TC 875, which involved similar facts, and 
the Commissioner has announced his non 
acquiescence in that case (I.R.B. No. 22 for 
1949). On the same day it also decided 
Leslie S. Oberg, CCH Dec. 17.016(M), a 
memorandum opinion, in conformity with 
the other two decisions. In the Emerson 
case a dairy herd and a hog herd were 
maintained for dairy and breeding purposes. 
Here again animals were sold with no re 
duction in the size of the herd. The funda- 
mental issue was whether the animals 
which were sold were held by the taxpayer 
primarily for sale to customers in the ordi 
nary course of his trade or business. The 
Court said no. The animals were held ie 
marily for dairy or breeding purposes. Tf 
sales were incidental to that purpose. It 8 
significant that while Judge Disney 
Judge Turner dissented on the question of 
the hog herd, they did not dissent on the 
dairy herd issue. Even in the case of t 
hogs the dissent was on a factual question 
and on the ground that it had not beet 
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. gauge of the Act indicates an intention on 
the part of Congress to deny the relief grant- 
ed by the section to any taxpayers whose

er the cattle in question was held primarily 
for sale to customers but whether it wag 
properly includible in inventory. Curiously 
enough, this case was decided in conformi 
with the Commissioner’s own ruling. LF 
3666 specifically included a statement that 
the fact that livestock held for breeding 
—— may be inventoried “does not rem 

er such livestock ‘property of a kind which 
would properly be includible in the inven 
tory of the taxpayer if on hand at the cloge 
of the taxable year’ so as to deprive the 
farmer of the benefits of section 117 (a) or 
section 117 (j) of the Internal Revenue 
Code.” 

It is submitted that this case was correct 
ly decided and it is expected that it will be 
affirmed on appeal. However, the attitude 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue demon. 
strates its determination to continue t 

ress forward to the a “ge Court for its 
interpretation of the law as applied to 
stockmen. 

Conclusion 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue is dig- 
criminating against stockmen in refusing to 
allow section 117 (j) of the Internal Rey- 
enue Code to be applied to the sale of 
“culls”. This discrimination is contrary t 
law and is without foundation in fact. The 
court decisions have been correctly decided 
It is now time for the Bureau to cease this 
discrimination and apply the law as enacted 
by Congress.

NEW TEST ON CORN COBS 
IN CATTLE RATIONS 

Additional research to be conducted by 
the Purdue University department of ani- 
mal husbandry on the use of corn cobs as 
the principal roughage in the winter steer 
ration was outlined to Hoosier livestock 
men at the recent Cattle Feeders’ Day at 
Lafayette. 

Dr. W. M. Beeson and T. W. Perry, who 
are in charge of the work, explained that 
last winter’s research showed that if ground 
cobs are properly fortified with a protein 
supplement, molasses, minerals, and a vita- 
min A concentrate, a ration of this type 
will support a growth rate changing from 
one to one and three-tenths pounds daily 
per steer. The steer calves that were fed 
cobs gained more rapidly than those on 
mixed clover-timothy hay and at a cost of 
twelve cents less per pound of gain. 

They emphasized, however, that cobs are 
a roughage feed, and are not a substitute 
or corn or any other high energy feed. 
Cattle will not fatten on cobs, they said, but 
pal grow if the cobs are properly “forti- 
i Aad 

In the new research, six different ration 
combinations with ground cobs are to be 
fed daily for 176 days, from Nov. 4, 1949, to 
Apr. 28, 1950. A seventh lot of the 112 
short yearling steers obtained from Colo- 
rado in September for the tests will be fed 
on a ration of red clover-timothy hay and 
minerals (lot one). Average weight of the

receive a daily ration per steer of thirteen 
pounds of corn cobs, two and one-fourth 
pounds of soybean oil meal, one pound of 
molasses feed, eighteen hundredths pound of 
bone meal and six tenths pound of salt, 4 
grams of vitamin A concentrate, and free 
choice of minerals. In the other five lots, 
an attempt is being made to find out if cer- 
tain rege meer ype! feeds such as urea, dis- 
tiller’s dried solubles, brewer’s yeast, or 
alfalfa meal will aid in fortifying cobs. 

Lot 7 will start with the same ration as 
lot six but the cobs will be replaced gradual- 
ly with ground shelled corn until the steers 
are on a full feed of corn, but cobs will still 
remain as the only roughage. 

The cattle feeders will meet at Purdue 
again next April to study the steers before 
they are removed from dry lot and turned 
out to pasture.

Cost figures of the Red Oak owner on 
one twenty acre field given a complete 
treatment and re-seeded are representative 
of similar work done and are interesting to 
those considering similar work.

poth sides of her pedigree she goes back to 
Middlebrook Prince 35d, often called “The 
Earl Marshall of Canada.” 

In past years the cattle in the show herd 
were sired largely by Postelmere. He is 
still around, hale and hearty although 
eleven years of age. But as good as his 
calves were the ones by the newer bulls are 
better, so old Postelmere is seeing relative- 
ly little use. 

The 1950 show herd will contain even 
more of the “get” of Black Woodlawn 11th. 
The young calves just in off their mothers 
look unusually good and probably are as 
good a set of youngsters, all the way 
through, as has have been dropped at West 
Woodlawn Farms. One would think that 
under a set-up of this kind a breeder could 
afford to sit back and breathe a little easier. 
But in the Tim Pierce ponents there is 
no such thing as good enough. For one 
thing there is a cow herd of 200 head and it 
takes more than one or two top bulls to 
i make progress. And there are some points 
which Tim wants to improve. 

“A while back I was talking to Dan 
Thornton, the Colorado Hereford man. We 
got to chinning about the strong points of 
the two breeds, and the progress that the 
Aberdeen-Angus were making. Finally he 
said: ‘Tim, if you Aberdeen-Angus boys 
would get more bone under a lot of your 
cattle, better hind legs, more thickness 
through the thigh and with it deeper quar- 
ters and flanks, you would give us a rough- 
er time than we are having now.’ And 
darned if I don’t think there is a lot in 
what he says.” 

With this in mind there is a bunch of 
young bulls in a barn on the headquarters 
farm, 1949 calves, which have been bought 
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d%@ with the idea that two or three out of the 
aa @ bunch may develop into sires that will do 
98% the job suggested y the Colorado Hereford 
$8 man. Of Fullerton and Angus Valley breed- 


Ps they have been picked to do a specific 
job. 


Going through the younger cattle a young 
bull was spotted that drew Tim’s comment 
—“Now that’s what I like to see in a bull. 
That baby thinks he’s a bull already.” He 
was a smart-headed, alert, bright-eyed 
little fellow. “I’ve never seen a dead-eyed 
bull yet that amounted to much as a breed- 
er,” the Illinois man explained. “I want 
them with some life in them.” 


Tim Pierce got his first taste of tanbark 
competition in 1927 when he started show- 
ing club steers. That year he had the re- 
serve champion club steer at the Interna- 
tional. And it was about this time that the 
Stanley R. Pierce herd had the champion 
feeder calves of the International show, 
calves that came back the next year as the 
reserve champion fat car lot. From this 
_preliminary experience with show steers it 
was natural to start fitting some of the 
better calves from the home herd and to 
take out a show string. “At first it was 
the county shows around here. Then I got 
ambitious and tackled the big boys at the 
Illinois State Fair. Boy, did f ever get my 
= ears pinned back.” 


This experience of every new showman 
convinced the Illinois youngster that there 
18 no short cut to the blue and purple rib- 
bons. It takes cattle of the best breedin 
and conformation, the best of feeding an 
fitting, and a real job of showing. And as 
soon as one show is over forget it and be 
ready for the next one. For as Tim ex- 
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lains it “There is often a difference

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Gregor is of the opinion that another factor 
enters into this Aberdeen-Angus longevity 
record—‘“the will to live.” When conditions 
aren’t too easy, he has found, the health 
and calving record of the herd is better— 
and the cows live and produce longer. 

This Red River Valley country is the 
recipient of some lusty winters, bred in the 
Hudson’s Bay area, and sweeping down 
from the north at irregular intervals. Thirty 
and forty below zero weather is not uncom- 
mon. Couple thirty below with a forty mile 
an hour wind and it can be rough. 

Herd owners who imagine that weather- 
tight barns, and a lot of barn space, is need- 

for a herd would get a surprise at Glen- 
earnock. The bulk of the herd is wintered 
in a shed 86 by 24 feet. Of mostly native 
lumber it cost $600.00. “Except for periods 
of high wind most of the cows don’t use the 
shed at all. A quiet night with the mercury 
well down in the tube will find a good share 
of them bedded down out in the lot.” 

The former Flight Lieutenant of the 
Royal Air Force showed us a likely looking 
punch of heifers in another lot. They were 
Blackeap Bessies, Zaras, Mignonnes, Juanas 
—and good ones. “These heifers have never 


‘ been in a barn,” Jim told me.. Their shelter 


has been the timber along the Wild Rice 
River, which flows through Glencarnock. 
Their owner pointed out that a natural 
windbreak in the north country can save a 
lot on housing and help produce healthy, 
thick, good-doing cattle. 

A large barn at Glencarnock is used as a 
fitting barn for the young cattle with the 


most promise. But even here the tempera- © 


ture is hot allowed to get too high. Jim 
McGregor is taking no chances with steamy 
housing and pneumonia. One other struc- 
ture is planned at Glencarnock for the com- 
ing year—an inexpensive shed similar to 
the one recently put up. Part of it will be 
used as additional fitting quarters for 


young stock. 

Although the bog sain 2 herd is carried 
through the winter largely on roughage the 
young cattle are properly grown and devel- 
oped on, grain, protein and roughage. Ex- 
cept for the protein the feed is mostly 
home-grown—oats, corn and barley. By 
next year Jim McGregor hopes to be able 
to supply all of the grain and roughage for 
200 head on the 400 acres at the home place. 
Summer pasture is provided by 320 acres of 
native prairie located north of Ada. When 
one considers the fact that it is necessary 
bad enough for seven months of “dry 
feeding” it is apparent that this is no mean 
feat. It takes good land to do it. 

“People from farther south often wonder 
why a person would select this country for 
cattle. The answer is simple—low land cost 
in relation to what the land will produce. 
We can get fifty bushels of corn to the 
acre with the early hybrids; malting type 
barleyyields fifty to sixty bushels 8 ed 
acre; oats sixty to seventy bushels. is 
same kind of land in Iowa or Illinois would 
represent a real investment.” 

The rotation at Glencarnock is on a six 
year basis—corn, oats, barley, then three 
years of alfalfa and back to corn. Manure 
is applied all through the year to the alfalfa 
ground. An additional soil-building and feed 
producing stunt is being tried with good 
success. Addition of sweet clover in the 
rotation—the crop field chopped in the 
spring for feed and two weeks later the 
hew growth turned under for green manure. 
More than 200 tons of this feed was put up 
last year. Although it heated in the pile 
and turned brown, the cattle prefer it to 
alfalfa. “The best part of it is,” Jim points 
et it represents a cost of only sixty cents

umus back in the soil. In addition commer- 
cial fertilizer is used to keep production at 
a high level. This Red River valley soil, 
however, does have a mineral deficiency so 
that it is necessary to keep steamed bone 
meal in front of the cattle at all times. 


The 320 acre permanent pasture consists 
largely of what is called “June Grass” in 
the north country. However, strippers from 
Missouri, after , enim es the seed crop, 
call the resulting product bluegrass. The 
maximum pasture season is figured at five 
months. In addition to the seed crop taken, 
and the cow herd pastured, it also yields a 
hay crop in good years. So while the grow- 
ing and grazing season may not be long the 
production is concentrated. Another Glen- 
carnock building addition this coming year 
will be another silo—this for grass silage. 
The additional storage, plus a brome and 
alfalfa mixture for part of the land, will 
more than take care of the roughage re- 
quirements for 200 cattle. 


In spite of the considerable age on many 
of the cows the calving record at Glencar- 
nock is very good. Last year 100 cows rais- 
ed ninety-six calves. Another cow calved, 
but lost the calf when it was a few days 
old. High percentage calf crops, Jim main- 
tains, are due in serge measure to the way 
the cows are handled, keeping them in just 
good flesh and healthy. “The closer you 
can stay to natural conditions, the better,” 
he believes. In the case of some of the 
really old matrons, those fifteen to eighteen 
or nineteen years old, it is necessary to 
take the calf almost as soon as it is dropped 
and give it to a foster mother. 


One of the great old matrons seen in the 
herd was Juana of Glencarnock, semeee in 
Septen ber of 1933. She is a daughter of 
Eventuation of Page, the 1930 International 
grand champion. She has produced some 
great calves, by various sires. 1948 heifer 
competed in the 1950 National Western at 
Denver. Her 1949 calf was in the show 
barn, getting some extra attention. And

Another 1933 cow that has been a pro- 
ducer of at calves is Black Jestress of 
Ada, by Evaxus 8th of Page, out of the 
foundation cow, Black Jestress 6th. An- 
other of the same type, and the same age, 
is Blackcap Bessie 17th, a daughter of Earl 
Eric Glencarnock 3d and out of the founda- 
tion cow, Blackcap Bessie 7th of Page, a 
daughter of the champion Blackcap Revolu- 
tion. This cow, it should be pointed out, is 
one of those breed rarities—sired by an 
International champion and out of an Inter- 
national champion, Blackcap Bessie of 
Page. Another foundation Blackcap Bessie 
in the herd is Blackcap Bessie 18th of Page 
—a youngster of sixteen—by old General 
of Page.

DWARF CORN FOR COMBINE 
IS‘NEWEST GOAL 
You may harvest your corn in the future 
with a combine. 
R. W. Jugenheimer, lek-aeed of Illinois 
plant yi er, says that dw corn with 
stalks three to five feet high is a definite 
oom SE In fact, the College of Agri- 
culture has a dwarf variety which 
when eit tee grown is only one foot tall. 
Sometimes the ears are only sixinches off 
the ground. 
Short corn is less likel to suffer wind 
e and is easier to 1 than tall 
corn, 


wall enheimer explains that Illinois plant 

ers are trying to take tall late corn 

pais cut a foot or two off it. “And we’re 

also trying to build up the dwarf, or short 
corn,” he says. 

“We hope to get a corn that can be plant- 
ed thick, in close rows, and that will have 
the yield, standability, and other good quali- 
ties of present corn. 

According to Jugenheimer, its hard to 
say whether anything will come of the 
dwarf corn experiments, but their prac- 
ticality has been proven in sorghum. 

“The original sorghum grew as high as 
twelve feet,” the plant breeder says, “but 
they’ve been able to cut it down so they 
now can harvest it with a combine.”
